The pioneers of christianity were of 
accused of treasonable designs. One accu- 
sation against Christ was in these words: 
“We found this fellow perreriing the nation 
and forbidding to give tribute to Caesar.” 
It was also said of Paul, ‘‘We have found 
this man a pestile’ nt fe llow, and a mover of 
sedition among all the Jews throughout the 
world.” Abolitionists have also been called 
enemies of their country and her institutions. 

The first advocates of christianity were 
accused of disturbing the public peace. The 
Jews vehemently accused Christ ‘‘of stirring 
up the people, teaching throughout ail Jew- 
ry.” It was also said of Paul and Silas, 
{Acts 17: 6.) “ These that have turned the 
world upside down, are come hither also; 
and these all do contrary to the decrees of 
Caesar.” Abolitionists also, have been call- 
ed disturbers of the peace, busybodies, &c. 
As a specimen,—the town-meeting of New- 
port, R. I., in Septe »mber, 1835, passed a 
resolution, accusing abclitionists of ‘ acting 
the part of frantic demagogues, agitators, 
and conspirators against the peace and safe- 
ty of the union.” 

The pioneers of christianity were accuse d 
of great folly. Said Paul, ‘* We are foo! 
for Christ's sake,” and we are told me wa 
mocked by the citizens of Athens; and the 
preac thing of the gospel was esteemed con- 

te folly by the polite and literary 
Greeks. Abolitionists also have been com- 
monly called fools and demented persons, 
and accused of pursuing measures which 
were adapted to defeat their own objects, 
Gov.
